150 BABIES LAND 


AT SHANNON, GIVE 
STAFF A WORKOUT 


DUBLIN, Nov. 8 (UP)—Shrieks, 
wails and cries made a’ minor 
bedlam of Shannon airport yester- 
day when three special planes ar- 
rived from Germany and Italy 
with 150 babies on the way to the 
United States and Venezuela. 

Catering staffs, ground crew 
men and hostesses’ rushed about 
the lounge amid crawling and 
toddling youngsters, trying to sup- 
ply them with milk and other 
baby necessities after their flight. 

The babies are those of Ameri- 
can Army personnel, en route to 
the United States, and of displaced 
persons en route to Venezuela. 


ARGENTIA, N.F., Nov. 8 (UP) 
— Eight schnorkel-equipped sub- 
marines theoretically have sunk or 
crippled an entire United States 
invasion fleet of 100 warships, in- 
cluding the battleship Missouri, the 
Navy announced today. 

V. Adm. D. B. Duncan, com- 
manding Navy maneuvers in the 
strategic North Atlantic, said the 
speedy submarines, called “Gup- 
pies,” had far outclassed the Navy’s 
wartime anti-submarine devices. 
The submarines were directed to 
their targets by long-range scout 
planes. 

“Schnorkel submarines in actual 
combat would have either sunk or 
seriously defeated our task forces 
before they could make an Argen- 
tia beachhead,” Duncan said. “They 
have far greater speed under- 
water than old types and the new 
breather tube makes it possible 
for them to remain submerged in- 
definitely.” 

R. Adm. James Fife, commander 
of Atlantic fleet supmarines who 
defended Argentia, was quick to 
point out that only eight Guppies 


held the fleet back in yesterday’s 
maneuvers in which more than 
36,000 men, 500 airplanes and some 
100 ships took par

GREEK GUERRILLAS 


Committee Overrides So- 
viet Bloc, Approves 
Clause in Resolution 

‘Saying Continued Help 
Threatens Peace,

PARIS, Nov. 8 (AP)—The Po- 
litical Committee of the United 
Nations General Assembly voted 
today to condemn Albania, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia for helping 
the Communist rebels in Greece, 

It was the strongest action thus 
far taken by any Assembly body 
in the Balkans dispute and, since 
‘all 58 U. N. members are repre- 
sented on the committee, was 
tantamount to approval by the 


Assembly itself. 

By a vote of 47 to 0, the com- 
mittee approved a paragraph in a 
four-power resolution declaring 
that continued aid given by the 
three Slav nations to the Greek 
guerrillas endangers peace in the 
Balkans and is inconsistent with 
the principles of the U.N. charter. 
The resolution—sponsored by the 
United States, Britain, France and 
China—backs up a report by the 
U.N. Special Committee on the 
Balkans (UNSCOB) charging the 
three Communist-controlled na- 
tiaae with violating the Greek bor- 
er, 

Slav Slowdown Tactics. 


Russia and the five other Soviet 
bloc nations refused to vote on 
the condemnation paragraph. 
They served notice they would 
vote against the whole resolution 
when it comes up, probably to- 
morrow. The veto does not apply. 
Four nations were absent when 
the vote was taken and El Salva- 
dor abstained. 

The committee turned next to a 
paragraph of the resolution call- 
ing an Albania, Bulgaria and Yu- 
goslavia “to cease forthwith ren- 
dering any assistance or support 
in-any form to the guerrillas in 
fighting against the Greek Gov- 
ernment, including the use of their 
territories as a base for the prep- 
aration or launching of armed ac- 
tion.” It was approved, 48 to 0, 
with the Soviet bloc nations again 
abstaining. 

The committee then recessed 
until tomorrow. 

The voting followed hours of 
wrangling, during which the So- 
viet bloc fought to stall the pro- 
ceedings and drew repeated tongue 
lashings from the committee chair- 
man, Paul-Henri Spaak of Bel- 
gium, Yugoslav delegate Ales 
Bebler fried twice to get the com- 
mittee to adjourn, but was voted 
dpwn each time.

Execution of 10 Put Off.’ 


Overnight, the Greek Govern- 
ment had responded to a plea 
from U.N. Assembly President 
Herbert V. Evatt, of Australia, by 
postponing execution of 10 seamen, 
scheduled to die today.. The 10 
were convicted last week of col- 
lecting money to help support the 
guerrillas. 

Evatt requested the postpone- 
ment yesterday in cables to King 
Paul and Premier Themistokles 
Sophoulis. He said the executions 
would seriously interfere with at- 
tempts here for a “Balkan peace 
conference” under an Australian 
resolution. for negotiations by 
Greece with Albania, Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria. 

The appeal came in the midst 
of a Greek domestic political crisis. 
Sophoulis said today he would re- 
sign as soon as the Greek debate 
in the U.N. has been completed. 
Earlier he had said he would re- 
sign today. 

The Austratian proposal for a 
peace conference drew violent re- 
action in the Greek Parliament. 
George Borozanis, a Liberal, was 
thrown bodily out of the chamber 
for supporting the proposal. Par- 
liament resolved that Evatt was 
interfering in Greek internal af- 
fairs by proposing negotiations 
with the Communist neighbors on 
the north. 

Yugoslav Move Defeated. 


The scheduled execution of the 
10 Greek seamen had been in- 
jected into the U.N. debate on 
Greece by a Yugoslav spokesman 
who read what he said was a 
protest from a Greek trades union 
in Athens against the sentences. 

At the outset of today’s session, 
the Political Committee over- 
whelmingly rejected a Yugoslav 
demand for censure of UNSCOB. 

Bebler shouted that the commit- 
tee had insulted his country and 
cried “Shame.” Chairman Spaak 
called for order and told Bebler 
to sit down. He declared he would 
not tolerate insults to delegates. 

Then Polish delegate Julius 
Katz-Suchy tossed in almost the 
same resolution and demanded an 
immediate vote. The committee

Herewith are released for the 
first time additional details about 
the Israeli air lift from Czecho- 
slovakia into Palestine which has 
undoubtedly been responsible. 

Down to the most minute de- 
tails, Israeli agents scattered 
throughout Europe, South and 
Central America and the United 
States, have set up a highly effi- 
cient organization providing the 
answers for most emergencies. 

Information as furnished by Mr. 
X, a deserter from the Israeli Air 
Transport Command, is in the 
hands of the United Nations. The 
essential pattern of this informa- 
tion has been checked and re- 
checked over a period of. three 
weeks of intensive leg work by 
this correspondent and Homer 
Metz of the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Most of what we have con- 
firmed from our own sources is 
being verified hourly by American 
and British intelligence agents. 

Documents Given Bunche. 
What is more, both the United 


States and Britain formally have 


presented their own documents 
about the Czechoslovak-Israeli air 
lift to Dr. Ralph J. Bunche, act- 
ing Nations Nations mediator for 
Palestine, 

One of the most important pre- 
cautions taken by Israeli agents 
in covering the tracks of the air 
lift was to minimize the troubles 
and dangers which might follow 
forced landings, according to 
Mr. X, 

Everywhere that Israeli trans- 
port planes might be forced down 
with precious cargoes of arms, am- 
munition and disassembled fighter 
planes, agents of the Air Trans- 
port Command are ready to move 
in quickly and protect both car- 
goes and air crews. 

Mr. X tells about a pilot thrown 
into a Greek jail after a forced 
landing in Greece. Israeli agents 
were able in a matter of days to 
get him out of jail and send him 
and his plane on their way to 
Israel. 

The same system is operating 
in all countries where the Israel 
ATO is likely to.be flying—Italy 
in particular, 

Assisted by Wife. 
The principal contact man in 
Italy, Mr. X alleges, is “Danny,” a 
one-time New Yorker. In his de- 
vious operations protecting the 
Israeli air lift, he has been helped 
by his wife, the deserter says. 
The key man in France is 
“Freddy,” known as chief of the 
Jewish air forces in Europe. 
If obliged to make forced land- 
ings in Yugoslavia, pilots of the 
Israeli ATC have orders to call 
one of three telephone numbers 
and give a code name and code 
report. 
Specifically, Mr. X recalls how 
a British adventurer known as 
“Captain Isle of Wight,” ran into 
one of the infrequent failures of 
prompt action by the Israeli pro- 
tective system. 


He was forced down in Greece 
with a planeload of military sup- 
plies being ferried in to Israel in 
violation of United Nations truce 
stipulations. 

Somehow his code-name con- 
tact with the local Israeli agent 
went wrong and he landed in jail. 

There he stayed for two months, 
according to Mr. X’s statement 
now in the hands of Bunche, 

Then he was released myste- 
riously and allowed to get away 
—with his plane and its cargo 
intact.. 


Air lift facilities are so well 
organized, according to Mr. X, 
that passengers are sometimes 
carried without visas and mail 
delivered without postage stamps, 

Link to Panama Firm. 

One important “cover” for the 
Israeli air lift, Mr. X alleges in 
his signed statement on file at the 
United Nations, is an airplane 
charter company registered in 
Panama, 


This charter company, alleged- 
ly, is one of the principal inter- 
mediaries through which the 
Israelis are able to get planes 
from the United States. 

Checking this angle, Metz and 
I used our own channels to reach 
the head of the secret police in a 
certain European country, 

Without knowing what we real- 
ly were seeking beyond details on 
the life and activities of one in- 
dividual known to be flying for 
the Israeli A.T.C., this secret po- 
lice official reported that the man 
in question was working “for a 
Panama charter company flying 
weapons from Czechoslovakia in- 
to Israel.” 

What is more, the police official 
confirmed the “post office” con- 
tact spots we already knew ex- 
isted as part of the Israelis’ vast 
information system. 


Contributes to Victories. 


There seems to be no reason 
whatever to doubt that the Israeli 
ATC and its concomitant ad- 
juncts such as the protective sys- 
tem of local agents, has contrib- 
uted vastly to the decisive Israeli 
victories over the Arabs. 

Without the arms, ammunition 
and fighter planes sent in by the | 
Israeli air lift from Czechoslova- | 
kia, it appears obvious that the | 
Jews could not have scored their | 
recent victories in the Negeb and | 
Galilee. 

Amony current developments in |

Timoshenko was flanked by top 
Soviet leaders, including Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov and Mar- 
shal Nikolai A. Bulganin, minister 
of armed forces, as he reviewed 
the parade of troops, tanks and 
vehicles through the _ thronged 
square. Planes flew overhead. 
Prime Minister Stalin was absent,

After the parade, in which So- 
viet air forces played a predomi- 
nant part, Timoshenko mounted 
Lenin’s mausoleum and addressed 
the army and the Russian people. 
He and Bulganin, who issued an 
order of the day, followed the line 
laid down recently by Stalin, that 
the western powers are t'ying to 
unleash a new war and that their 
efforts are doomed to failure.

HISTORIC CHURCH 
OF CAHOKIA, ILL., 
BEING RESTORED 


Restoration of Holy Family 
Catholic Church, 149-year-old 
landmark of Cahokia, Ill, has 
been begun in connection with the 
250th anniversary of Cahokia’s 
founding, which will be observed 
next May 15-22. 

The first work done on the 
church was the removal of some 


of the siding, which had partially 
covered the upright logs of the 
original construction. This gave 
some passing motorists the er- 
roneous impression that the old 
structure was being torn down. 
On the contrary, however, it is 
being restored, as nearly as pos- 
sible, to its original state. 
Charles E. Peterson, National 
Park Service architect who was 
assigned in St. Louis until re- 
cently, returned to assist in the 
undertaking. Guy Study, St. Louis 
architect, is chairman of the res- 
toration committee of the Ca- 
hokia Celebration Association, 
which is planning the celebration. 
The architects were assisted by 
the Rev. Joseph Mueller, parish 
priest, and Joseph Desloge, first 
vice president of the association. 
Desloge for example, found the 
church’s original doorway, hidden 
under a much later covering. 

The village is at the junction 
of Illinois highways 3 and 157 
three miles south of East St.

The indictment, returned by a 
federal grand jury at Philadelphia, 
also accused the defendants of 
agreeing to boycott ‘wholesalers 
and producers in the shoe repair 
industry who are not members of | 
their association. The grand jury 
said that these practices were vio- 
lations of the federal] anti-trust | 
act.

CHICAGO, Nov. 8 (AP)—A re- 
search scientist believes America’s 
rate of atomic bomb production 
threatens to exhaust this country’s 
entire uranium reserves in 30 
years. 

The rate of bomb production, he 
states in an address prepared for 
delivery tomorrow to a group ses- 
sion of the American Petroleum 
Institute, is “a reason for pes- 
simism” in considering the future 
of atomic power for industrial use. 

Eugene Ayers, chief chemist of 
the Gulf Research and Develop- 
ment Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., said the 
world supply of recoverable ura- 
nium “is believed to be about 10 
times as great as that in the 
United States.” Thorium, another 
fissionable element that. might 
produce industrial power, is pres- 
ent in about similar quantity; he 
added. 

“Our annual production of ura- 
nium now is said to be iaore than 
one thirtieth our entire reserve,” 
he said. “If the rate of produc- 
tion is constant over tha next 30 
years, we shall have no uranium 
left; for, unlike petroleum, there 
is little likelihood of extending our 
— reserve by large discov- 
eries,”

Any Decision This Nation Arrives at Will Be 
Risky and Costly— Nationalist Leader 
Chiefly to Blame for Manchurian Defeat,

Much deeper involvement in China’s ugly and messy internal situa- 
tion. The risks our Government takes will be very great. Any deci- 
sion it makes will be extremely costly—running into billions of 
American dollars. Any choice will also be highly disputable. 


We need desperately to under- 
stand that there is no simple 
“black-and-white” about China’s 
civil war. Both sides are totali- 
tarian and anti-democratic. Both 
sides have plenty of dark gray in 
their record. As presently con- 
stituted, neither side would be a 
reliable ally of the United States. 

The Chinese Reds have 
their greatest triumph by winning 
Manchuria. There, too, Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek has suf- 
fered his most disastrous and 
humiliating debacle. He has him- 
self chiefly to blame. After V-J 
day he ignored all warnings of 
common sense. He disregarded 
overwhelming evidence of the 
Chinese . Communists’ wartime 
growth. He insisted stubbornly 
on attempting to conquer the 
Reds’ armies. He promised con- 
fidently to do what the shrewdest 
foreign observers insisted was im- 
possible by force of arms. 

He obtained some $500,000,000 
worth of weapons, materiaJs and 
aid from America. He sent his 
finest divisions— United States 
trained and equipped—into Man- 
churia. Now they have been 
chewed up to pieces. His Man- 
churian campaign ends in cata- 
strophie failure. 

Has Chiang Learned? 

Now what? Has Chiang learned 
anything from his rashness, and 
what many regard as his incur- 
able pigheadedness? 

The one thing he learned as 
early as 1941 was to expect the 
United States to contribute hun- 
dreds‘ of millions, even billions, of 
dollars to his regime and to his 
bungling generals without insist- 
ing on controls of how the money 
Was spent. 

Without a decisive voice about 
internal reforms and elimination 
of graft and corruption, we have 
underwritten the Nationalists’ 
Government to the tune of several 
billion dollars, but we have had 
no power to influence their poli- 


won’ 


wasted, as had already happened 

to most of some three billion dol- 

lars in China in recent years? 
His Wezk Leadership. 

The Manchurian fiasco indicates 
plainly that. Chiang’s military 
leadership is notoriously weak. 
Because he personally urged and 
directed the campaign the respon- 
sibility for its disaster is his. 

For the first time, Chinese 
voices publicly demand that: the 
generalissimo should step down; 
take a vacation. It is the polite 
Oriental way of suggesting Chiang 
should resign. 

In fact, his political leadership 
has been equally inept. In 20 
years his government has done 
virtually nothing to relieve the op- 
pression of China’s peasant masses 


—and the Reds have been smart 
enough to do a great deal for the 
peasants. Under Chiang the Na- 
tionalist-Kuomintang secret police 


cies, nor to remove abuses—not 
even enough influence to impose 
a coalition government, any more 
than we have had in Greece. 

Returning from his Manchurian 
Waterloo, Chiang reveals he has 
learned nothing new. He merely 
urges more of the same from Un- 
cle Sam. “It is particularly neces- 
sary to come to Asia’s rescue,” he 
said, and the center of its salva- 
tion “must be China.” He contin- 
ued with an open bid for more 
billions from America—and appar- 
ently on the same’ old basis. 

But why? What has Chiang 
achieved in the way of eliminat- 
ing China’s Red menace in the 
last three years? What, indeed. 
has he achieved in the last 20 
years? 

His Measure of Failure. 

For 20 years Chiang has been 
uncompromisingly fighting his 
country’s Communists. When he 
began the Reds’ armed forces were 
only a few thousand strong. To- 
day they possess a formidably ef- 
ficient army of half a million in 
Menchuria alone. They threaten 
all of northern China, including 
Peiping and Nanking, and are 
capable of taking it over. They 
now have a peasant following of 
some 100,000,000, and perhaps 
more. This is the measure of the 
bankruptcy of Chiang’s 20-year 
armed crusade. The failure of 
both his military and political 
leadership is probably the most 
extreme of any recorded in any 
major nation in this century.

These are far More than $64 
questions. They are billion dollar 
questions.

This is certain to hap- 
pen because we cannot afford to 
have Soviet influence absorb the 
huge regions and enormous man- 
power of China. It is now prob- 
able that China will get at least 
two or three billion dollars Over 
the next three years—out of your 
pocket and mine.

Finding of Papers. 

The uncovering of the priceless 
manuscripts reads like a detective 
story. The first mass of letters, 
journals and notes that Boswell 
accumulated was found _ shortly 
after the first world war in Mala- 
hide Castle, Ireland, during search 
for a croquet set. The second 
came to light in Fettercairn House 
in 1931 and the third in an out- 
building of Malahide Castle in‘ 
1940. 

All the papers have been brought 
to this country. Col. Isham de- 
clined to reveal the price he paid 
for them, but it was known to be 
large. 

Their importance lies in the fact 
that when Bosewell wrote the 
“Life” he suppressed much good 
Material in the interests of good | 
taste. | 

Col. Isham’s collection now in- 
cludes virtually all of the working 
manuscript of the “Life” with nu- 
merous deletions and interlinings. 
Included also is most of Boswell’s 
private “journal” together with

PRESSURE ON PROFITS FROM GOVERNMENT 


By J..A. Livingston 7 


OW that we have stopped being a nation of poll-parrots, we can 
take stock. What are the economic consequences of President 
Truman’s victory? We can assume that this was a labor victory. 


And labor will ask for its quid pro quo. 


The drive for a fourth 


round of wage increases may not get direct administration support, 
but obviously Truman can’t sit down too hard on labor leaders who 
backed him. Thus, Truman faces this dilemma: How to reward 


labor, yet stop inflation? 


As a result of the election, labor 
renewed its political strength. It 


| does not have to establish a third 


party of its own. It is entrenched 
in the Democratic party—John L. 
Lewis and Alvanley Johnston to 
the contrary. We can also as- 
sume, judging by results in the 
Midwest, that the farmers came 
through handsomely and wunex- 
pectedly. Agriculture, already 
nicely prosperous but fearful that 
the Republicans might drop price 


supports, was not willing to swap 
Harry for Tom, In a sense, the 
Democratic triumph is a farmer- 
labor lineup in favor of the wel- 
fare state. So, the new Congress 


{may well see things this way: 


1. The Taft-Hartley law will 
be modified, if not repealed— 
especially the provision barring 
the closed shop. 

2. The minimum wage, now 
40 cents an hour, will be raised. 
Truman has asked for a 75-cent 
minimum. This would affect 
many workers in non-durable 
goods industries, particularly 
those in some of the textile 
plants. ; 


3. Social Security will be wid- 
ened. Not only will coverage be 
extended, perhaps to farmers 
and household ‘help, but also 
medical provisions may 
adopted. And federal aid to 
education is likewise on the 
prospect list. 

4. Federal financing of low- 
cost housing also is probable. 
And Truman may exert pressure 
to insure permanent farm price 
supports. 

5. Taxes won’t be cut, and 
even may be raised to balance 
the budget. Here, the emphasis 
will be on higher corporation 
taxes, With profits now running 
at twice the 1929 level, they’re 
an obvious target. Federal ex- 
penses, now running at 40 bil- 
lion dollars, may climb to 45 
billion because of rearmament 
both here and abroad. 


6. Economic controls, especial- 
ly allocation of scarce materials, 
will be up for early discussion. 
Price control, now that it’s no 
longer a vote-getting necessity, 
may be dropped. 

Meaning to Business. 

The meaning to business men 
is clear. They no longer command 
the loyalty and confidence of the 
common man. Workers do not 
accept the oft-uttered phrase of 


employers that capital and labor 
are one, that the interests. of 
Management and workers are 
identical. So, the business men 
who supply the chips for the 
Republican party and its candi- 
dates may reconsider their in- 
vestment prospects. They may 
decide that politics is like busi- 
ness. If an item doesn’t sell, you 
change it or drop it. 

Obviously the Republican party 
doesn’t win as a_ conservative 
party. It doesn’t win with a can- 
didate who does not appeal to the 
common man. Truman, despite his 
mistakes, won sympathy. He was 
in there trying. Dewey was aloof, 
studied. The newspaper men, who 
traveled with him, never warmed 
to him. Perhaps, if the newspaper 
men had examined their mutual 
reactions instead of parroting the 
polls, they might not have been 
so far off in their election expec- 
tations. (This includes me.) 

A political-economic moral for 
the Republicans: Never try to 
drive a wedge between union 
leaders and union members. . In 
his Pittsburgh speech, Dewey 
attacked the Administration for 
its opposition to the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act — for vetoing it. In do- 
ing so, he attacked indirectly 
all labor leaders, who also opposed 
the Taft-Hartley law. He -was 
saying, in effect, to the union 
rank-and-file: “Your leaders were 
wrong.” A prime management 
principle in industrial relations is 
never try to appeal over the head 
of union leaders to the workers. 
Inevitably, it boomerangs. That 
applies in politics, too. 


Over-All Point of View. 


From an economic standpoint, 
the chief question is: What ef- 
fect will the election have on Tru- 
man? That’s hard to reduce to 
carloadings or steel production, 
It’s an important intangible. Now 
Truman has been elected in his 
own right. He doesn’t have to 
try to act as Roosevelt might have 
acted. He can be himself. And he 
will command the respect of busi- 
ness men, of labor leaders, of poli- 
ticians, not because he is the titu- 
lar President of the United States 
but because he has been chosen by 
the people. So, he is in a position 
now to lead. 

This new stature may permit 
Truman to see the nation’s eco- 
nomic problems on a _broad

Of course, America needs to 
prevent Communist domination of 
China. But leaders, a party and 
a system which have done nothing 
more over 20 years than to make 
the Chinese Reds the greatest 
force in their country can never 
be relied on to block Communist 
expansion. Chiang’s policies and 
actions have resulted in bank- 
ruptcy. 

But so has United States policy 
in China resulted in bankruptcy. 
Before sending another plane, gun 
or dollar to Nationalist China 
what we need is a new, firm and 
realistic policy toward that coun- 
try. If we do not have a policy 
which will build anti-Communist 
strength — and _  pro-democratic 
practices—in China, more billions 
of dollars in United States aid will 
never do the trick. 

Chiang is on his last leg. Long 
ago he lost the support of China’s 
educated and democratic-minded 
minority. He has never bothered 
to win the support of China’s 
peasant masses. Now he has lost 
the confidence of army leaders 
and the loyalty of a great number 
of his soldiers. 

Is there really no Chinese cap- 
able of taking over Chiang’s job?

The Jews, ‘he 
said, are in complete control of Palestine and 
the time has come to replace the truce of last 
July with a more suitable basis for peace. 

Despite all their huffing and puffing, the 
Arabs made a dismal showing against the well- 
trained Haganah army. The only Arabian mili- 
tary force worthy of the name is the British- 
trained army of Trans-Jordan and it could not 
prevail. Its leader, King Abdullah, whatever his 
motives, is .said to be suggesting a separate peace 
between his country and Israel. That’s sensible. 

We wish it could be said that the United Na- 
tions covered itself with glory in the Palestine 
affair, but the truth is that it committed one 
blunder after another. What prestige it sal- 
vaged is solely due to ‘the fact that the Jews 
of Palestine, acting on the principle that God 
helps those who help themselves, won their own 
fight with their own blood and their own energy 


and determination. 
. . e 


The record of the stops and starts of the 
United Nations in this matter would fill a book. 
It is true that the several truces were called by 
the United Nations, but whatever effectiveness 
they had is due to the military power of the new 
state of Israel. 

In acquiring this military power, the Israel 
Government did business with the Russian-dom- 
inated country of Czechoslovakia. But this need 
not be a matter of alarm. In the throes of birth, 
and in default of United Nations action to en- 
force its partition plan, Israel took help where 
it could find it. There is an interesting parallel 
here with the Spanish Republicans, who took 
help from Soviet Russia when they could ..ot get 
help from their. natural friends, the Western 
democragies. 

But Israel is not going to go Red. Its lead- 
ers are anti-Moscow and, except for a small luna- 
tic fringe, the people of Israel are devoted to 
the liberty-loving principles of the Western 
world. Too many of them are refugees from the 
despotisms of Europe to shackle themselves, in 
their hard-won victory for a homeland, with a 
new despotism. They know better. 

a a * 

For a long time, Israel threatened to become 
the possible focal point of a new war, but that 
danger seems definitely over. For that, let us 
repeat again and again, the Jews of Israel are 
to be thanked. When the British left Palestine 
last May, the world caught its breath, but the 
courageous Israeli Government saved the day. It 
filled the hiatus. 

A generation has passed since the double- 
crossing application of the Balfour declaration 
began. Despite the difficulties under which 
they labored, and the ghastly uncertainties, the 
Jews have done a wonderful job in Palestine. 
They took a country the size of Vermont, and 
many times bleaker, and made it blossom, It is 
flourishing agriculturally and industrially. As 
time goes on, the fruit of Jewish sweat and 
brains will extend ‘into the benighted sections of 
Arabia, now the subject of feudal tyranny and 
oppression. 

So let the gentlemen of the United Nations 
take a long look at what has happened and let 
them address their talents to the many other 
subjects that demand attention. Israel is not 
one of them. 
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Red Feather Time Again 


The red feathers are on the bill-boards again. 
The Community Chest drive begins today. 
The solicitors are ringing the door bells. 

It is to be hoped that they will be generously 


greeted—because a lot of money has to be raised 


this year. The goal set for the drive is $4,785,- 
000, an amount which, it is estimated, will cover 
the deficits of the 100 welfare agencies sup- 
ported by the chest. 

All of them will need more money in 1949 for 
the obvious reason that their expenses have 
climbed to a new peak. Like everybody else, 
they are up against high prices. A $25 contribu- 
tion no longer goes as far as it used to. Asa 
result, contributions will have to be increased or 
services reduced. 

If hospitals, orphanages and nurseries were 
forced into the latter course, it would mean 
misery for thousands. It would be a cruel re- 
flection on the community’s humanitarianism. 

No, it is inconceivable that the fund should 
not be raised. It is out of the question that any 
St. Louisan should not do his part for the relief 
of the old, the young and the sick. 
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More Social Security 

The extensions of social security which Pres- 
ident Truman is planning to present to Congress 
are far from radical. A studied report made last 
April by the Citizens’ Advisory Council on So- 
cial Security goes somewhat farther. If the 
Président does not raise his sights to at least 
the level of that study, Congress itself should 
do so, since it seems evident that Mr. Truman 
would be limiting the request, not to what he 
thought was enough, but to what he thought was 
as much as Congress would pass. 

There is no dispute over the principle of ex- 
tending Social Security.. Both party platforms 
pledged it and Gov. Dewey spoke for it in his 


-campaign. The only possible difference of opin- 


ion concerns degree, 

The Citizens’ Advisory Council, appointed by 
the Senate Finance Committee, made a six-month 
study, under the chairmanship of Edward R. 
Stettinius, former Secretary of State, and with 
the advisory guidance of Sumner H. Slichter of 
Harvard as associate.chairman. It proposed, as 
Mr. Truman now plans to propose, the broaden- 
ing of coverage to groups now excluded, and in- 
crease in the payroll taxes from the present 1 
per cent to 144 per cent immediately instead 
of waiting till 1950. But instead of increasing 


old-age ‘benefit payments by half, as the Presi- 


dent is reported planning to do, it would nearly 
‘double them. Even so, the range would be only 
from $20 to $78.75 a month. 

Mr. Truman’s proposal to extend the benefits 
to cover sickness and disability is also thorough- 
ly sensible.

gress to take over from the Old Guard. | 

The Vermont Senator knows how to read the 
election returns. The voters, he says, were “sus- 
picious of the Old Guard machines of the Re- 
publican party.” They were, he says, afraid “they 
would not get the right kind of co-operation and 
legislation.” 3 

Just what is this Old Guard? The least regu- 
lar of the Republicans in the Senate gives a det- 
inition worth remembering: 


It is a self-perpetuating board of trustees 
who would rather see the party go down in 
defeat than give up control of the machin- 
ery. The Old Guard has no appeal to young- 
er voters and as a result few if any young 
Republicans worked in the recent campaign. 


Senator Aiken is not alone.in this conviction 
that a clean up is needed and that the Truman 
Administration, with its mandate from the vot- 
ers, is entitled to a large measure of Republican 


_ support.. Two other Republicans, Senator Young 


of North Dakota and Senator Flanders of Ver- 
mont, have been quick to put themselves on rec- 
ord, too. 

The Republican from North Dakota promises 
a “battle to shake up the leadership” among 
members of his party in Congress. He is blunt 
enough to say that the party under Gov. Dewey 
“conducted a very stupid campaign this year in 
the farm belt and the West.” ‘That, he says, is 
why the Democrats were able to win both elec- 
toral votes and senatorships in Minnesota, Iowa 
and other Republican strongholds. 


It will not be easy to shake off the Old Guard’s 
dead hand. It has been fixed on the party so 
long that the dead hand and the party leader- 
ship are largely one and the same. But it can 
Tobey of New Hampshire, Morse of 
Oregon, Saltonstall and Lodge of Massachusetts, 
Smith of New Jersey, Knowland of California, 
Baldwin of Connecticut—these and other Repub- 
licans can influence their party to look ahead. 

The next session could be one in which the 
spirit of progressive Republicans like George W. 
Norris and the elder Robert M. La Follette comes 
into full flower. If so, it will be a great chap- 
ter in the history of the Republican party. 
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For Better Road Planning 

Hugh Stephens of Jefferson City, one of the 
outstanding opponents of the defeated Curry 
amendment, now proposes the creation of a state- 
wide master planning committee for highways. 
This is the same recommendation which was 
made by the Citizens Road Association of Mis- 
souri two years ago. Established on a quasi- 
official basis, with the consent of Governor and 
Legislature, the group would make sense, 

As Stephens says, all sections and interests in 
the state would be represented. They would work 
together instead of fighting each other for the 
attention of the State Highway Commission. They 
would form a sort of clearing house for work- 
ing out conflicting ideas. With all the data of 
the commission’s experts available to them, they 
could do this with intelligence instead of on a 
pork-barrel basis. Because of.its broadly rep- 
resentative nature, the group’s advice ought to 
be very useful to the commission.

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More Pay, Abler Men 


During President Truman’s first administra- 
tion, numerous good people left Government 
service, and ‘others refused to enter the service, 
because of the Jow pay in high-ranking federal 
‘jobs. “Marquis Childs discusses the problem in 
his column today. Happily, the end of this dif- 
ficulty may be in sight. Both Mr. Truman and 
Gov. Dewey have espoused higher salaries to 
attract first-class people, and now their plea has 
been made specific in a report by Republican 
Senators Flanders and Baldwin and Democrat 
O’Conor, who are the members of a Senate Civil 
Service subcommittee. 

Present salaries in the top brackets range 


.from $10,000 to $15,000—a wage that has grown 


more and more modest in times of soaring prices 
and high taxes. After a two-year study, the sub- 
committee proposes to set the range $5000 high- 
er, lifting the top salary to $20,000. This highest 
rate would include Cabinet members. 

Senator Flandcrs expects the new Congress to 
approve the raise.

Salary adjustments should not end with the 
people who work under the President.

The First Family has “substandard” housing in several respects, 
writer says; the White House is not only overcrowded but in actya! 
danger of tumbling in; recalls the hullabaloo over Truman's private 
balcony, and the reminder that he is only a temporary occupant.

Because of structural hazards, it was 
announced Saturday that the White House 
will soon be closed for repairs, during part 
of which time the Trumans will probably 
live across the street at Blair House, the 
Government's residence for visiting dignt- 
taries. 


The architects say the White House is 
the most beautiful building in Washington. 
But for the men who have lived there, the 
White House has been more of a nightmare 
than a dream mansion, 


The home of Presidents for almost 150 
years, it is now crowded, uncomfortable 
and unsafe. “The White House wouldn’t 
pass the safety standards of any city in 
the country,” declares W. E. Reynolds, the 
commissioner of public buildings, 


Despite his power, the Chief Executive 
discovers his offices are too small for his 
staff; that the state parlors are cheerful as 
a mausoleum, and his only escape is to his 
private quarters on the second floor—which 
is about due to fall in! 


Propped Up the Bedrooms 


Mr. Truman discovered this several 
months ago. He observed that his study 
“vibrated,” especially on state occasions, 
when his Cabinet and a squad of Marines 
marched upstairs to escort him down. 


Through successive administrations, 
plumbers had cut into the beams to make 
room for their pipes; the electricians, 
ignoring what the plumbers had done, had 
notched the beams for wires. The process 
of bringing the White House up to date 
had actually undermined it. 


‘With limited funds, the commissioner did 

what he could. He propped up the Truman 
bedrooms, parlors and baths with steel 
pillars and advised him to dismiss his 
Marines. “Mr. President,” said the com- 
missioner, “one thing we don’t want is 
marching feet.” 


Next year Commissioner Reynolds plans 
to ask Congress for $1,000,000 to cover the 
largest repair bill in White House history. 
But even with a friendly Congress there's 
bound to be plenty of oratory. Mr. Truman 
heard it in 1946. He wanted to enlarge the 
executive wing to make room for his as- 
sistants. 


No Privacy, but Loneliness 


The funds were almost granted when the 
press discovered the plan. The Washing- 
ton Star’s political cartoonist drew a fun- 
ny picture showing the old homestead 
dwarfed by the new addition, In the House 
of Representatives, Howard W. Smith of 
Virginia leaped to his,feet. “This is the 
most valuable historic spot in the coun- 
try,” he declared, “Let us not destroy it 
without knowing what ” ‘are 7 ” That 
killed it, 

If Presidents complain of senivaiun and 
discomfort, it is nothing compared to their 
lack of privacy. 

But when the President does want a

summer day, Truman heard the sound of 
a boys’ bal] game in the park across the 


started off down the lawn, with the Secret 
Service in step behind.

the gate and quietly joined the little audi- 
ence behind the catther’s box. 


After a moment one of the players looked 
up, gaped, then shouted. “It’s the Presi- 
dent!” 


That broke up the ball game. Truman 
sadly turned back to the house and the 
iron gate clanged depressingly behind him. 


Thomas Jefferson refused to move in 
when he was inaugurated, until Congress 
promised money to improve the place. In 
1814, when the mansion was almost fit to 
live in, the British attacked the new City 
of Washington and burned the house down. 


Battle of the Balcony 


After the White House was rebuilt, the 
Monroes moved in, importing their furnish- 
ings and their manners from Europe, But 
Andrew Jackson invited throngs to see him 
inaugurated and st p at the house later for 
refreshments. By nightfall, 20,000 guests 
were making themselves at home. Finally 
the party got so rough that Old Hickory 
fled through a window and didn’t come 
back until morning. 


After that, the pattern was set. The 
White House no longer belonged to the 
President; it belonged to the people. When 
Martin Van Buren turned back the tide 
by boltirg his doors, the voters called him 
“Van Buren the Magnificent.” 


One hundred and seven years later, the 
same kind of invective met Mr. Truman’s 
balcony on the south portico, Editors re- 
minded Mr, Truman that his tenure in the 
White House was temporary. 


“The President’s tenure is always tempo- 
rary,” Mr, Truman replied stiffly. 


The New York Herald Tribune said the 
President had displayed “a lamentable 
penchant for meddling with a historic 
structure which the nation prefers to re- 
tain as is.” 


Who Would Haunt It? 


Finally, the Washington Post, which had 
once seemed friendly to Mr. Truman, added 
its stinging comment: “The old south 
portico was private enough for Woodrow 
Wilson to propose marriage to Mrs. Edith 
Bolling Galt.” 


Except for the balcony, the White House 
is much as it was when Mr. Truman first 
came there. And even the balcony, ac- 
cording to White House Architect Lorenzo 
S. Winslow, can be removed within 10 days 
if a future President dislikes it. 


Mr. Winslow is disinclined to believe the 
legends of ghosts in the White House, “But 
folks who stay around here for long still 
get those strange feelings,” he added. 


“Sometimes I get them myself. And then 
I remind myself that no President who 
passed away would come back to the 
White House to haunt it, considering what 
he went through while he lived here.”

Japanese scientists in Nagasaki 
shortly before the atom bomb de- 
stroyed their laboratories, was de- 
scribed to the American Cancer 
Society yesterday. 

This cancer contains a milky 
fluid. This fluid injected into rats 
causes death within one to three 
weeks, with cancers of enormous 
size. 

The new cancer appears to be 
due to a virus, a very smal] par- 
ticle. Scientists are studying the 
possibility that such virus par- 
ticles may be at least part of the 
cause of human cancers. 

Yesterday's report was made by 
Riojun Kinoshita, N. D., president 
of Osaka Municipal University 
and of the Japanese Cancer So- 
ciety. 


BOSTON, Nov. 8 (AP)—Cancer 
of the stomach, which kills swiftly 
and heavily among persons past 
40, may be checked by a new X-ray 
method for discovering it early. 
X-ray photographic examinations 
which take only six minutes and 
have shown excellent accuracy in 
first tests were reported today to 
the American Public Health As- 
sociation. 

The doctors reported making 
1601 tests, using a new camera 
which permits six exposures at 
once. It means also that the pa- 
tient must take only one-twelfth 
of the former radiation, which 
they said is “entirely safe.”

IS LIFE IN ARMY 


17-Year-Old Reported to 
Have Been Brooding 
About Shooting Looter 
in Korea. 


Robert Lee Elgin Jr., 17-year-old 
former soldier, shot and killed 


himself early yesterday at his 
home, 1000A Hickory street, while 
despondent over his Army experi- 
ences. 

His parents, who operate a tav- 
ern below their living quarters, 
told police their son had been 

“nervous and seemed bothered” 
since his discharge from the Army 
last January. After closing their 
tavern Saturday at midnight, Mr. 
and Mrs. Elgin and Robert went 
to a restaurant. They returned 
home shortly before 1 a.m, and 
Robert remained outside a short 
time talking to some friends, while 
his parents went — and re- 
tired. 

Elgin told officers he heard his 
son come in and go to bed on a 
studio couch in the kitchen. A 
few minutes later there was a 
shot. Elgin ran into the kitchen 
and found his son, shot through 
the head, on the couch. The 
father’s pistol, which the son had 
taken from a box in the kitchen, 
was beside Robert’s body. Robert 
Was pronounced dead at City Hos- 
pital, and the body was removed 
to the morgue. An inquest will be 
held Wednesday. 

Mr. and Mrs. Elgin said Robert 
enlisted in the Army under age 
with their consent and served 17 
months, including seven months in 
Korea. He was despondent, the 
parents said, because he had shot 
and killed a man he caught steal- 
ing gasoline from an Army dump 
in Korea, and because an Army 
“buddy” had been killed when on 
guard duty. 

“Robert was also depressed by 
what he saw of Korean living con- 
ditions and the manner in which 
the native children were treated,” 
Mrs. Elgin said. “He was just too 
young to take all that.” The 
mother said she had consented to 
her son’s Army enlistment when 
he was 15 years old after Robert 
had threatened to “get in some 
other way.” She said Robert had 
defective sight and his school 
friends had told him he would not 
be accepted for military service. 

“Robert was determined to show 
them he could get into the Army,” 
the mother said, 

Since his return home, Robert 
had not worked steadily and had 
been drinking, Mrs. Elgin said. 
Saturday night he remarked, “I 
would just as soon be dead.” The 
parents did not consider the re- 
mark significant at that time, they 
said,

orders of the national organiza- 
tion. 

A spokesman for the fraternity’s 
national headquarters in Cleve- 
Iand said last night he had no 
idea what action would be taken. 
Clarence F. Williams, national 
secretary, said he had not been 
officially informed of the chap- 
ter’s action. 

Frederick D. Greene II, Amherst 
chapter president, said Gibbs’s in- 
itiation would be Nov. 23. Gibbs 
is a runner on the Amherst var- 
sity cross-country team and an 
elected member of the college’s 
student council. 

Greene said Gibbs’s repledging 
was held up until the fraternity’s 
54 chapters could be polled. Only 
a third responded to the poll, 
Greene said, with nearly a half 
opposed to accepting him, a third 
in favor and the others non-com- 
mittal. 

Greene wrote national President 
Howard L. Hamilton: “Among oth- 
ers We would particularly call to 
your attention the letter from 
Mississippi Alpha which indicates 
the belief of members of that 
chapter that our membership is 
our own concern and that they 
expect us to act in the best inter- 
ests of the fraternity.” Greene 
said erst members “cannot 
agree” that race must be a stand- 
ard of membership. 

Winston R. Tate, a bank vice 
president at Kansas City, Mo., 
who was fraternity president when 
the revocation was ordered,. said 
the understanding last spring was 
that all the students then mem- 
bers of the chapter would not per- 
mit reopening of the issue while 
they were there.

WOMAN FIGHTING

T takes more head than foot 

work to save money or anything 

else. It is surprising but true 
that the planning of menus for 
these dollar dinners, considering 
their acceptability, and figuring 
their nutritive value takes 10 
times as long as to cook them, In 
these busy days we need to save 
energy as well as money so cut- 
ting down on cooking time if one 
can without sacrificing the qual- 
ity of the meal is also wise. The 
extra feature about today’s menu 
is that it reduces the time re- 
quires in watching food cook and 
it saves dishwashing too. The 
whole meal with the exception of 
the salt pork gravy can be cooked 
in the oven. 

One important thing to remem- 
ber when baking potatoes is that 
they will bake well at any temper- 
ature between 350 and 425 degrees 
F., so one can choose a variety 
of foods to bake in the oven with 
potatoes. In today’s meals of 
course the potatoes and dried 
peaches go into the oven first, and 
they will both cook done at the 
same time. The tomatoes can go 
into the oven the last 15 minutes 
before the potatoes come out. 
Scalloped Tomatoes With Cheese. 

(Cost 37c.) 

No. 2 tin tomatoes, one medium 

onion, chopped; three-fourths tea-

I loved one little item in our 
papers here stating that Mr. Gal- 
lup had said only about 47 mil- 
lion people had voted and, of 
course, where were about 47 mil- 
lion more who were eligible to 
vote, and therefore it would be 
very difficult to know the mean- 
ing of this vote. After all, if I re- 
member correctly, this is a rather 
normal vote in a campaign which 
did not stir the passions of men 
very greatly. The people were 
sober and quiet in their thinking 
and evidently made up their minds 
without too many fireworks, 

I also noticed that papers re- 
ported in some sections that the 
weather had made it impossible 
for people to get to the polls, but 
they did not state whether these 
sections were predominantly Re- 
publican or Democratic. Then I 
read an amusing item which 
stated that the Republicans were 
so sure of winning they did not 
think it necessary to go to the 
polls. What seemed the most 
sensible remark of all was the one 
attributed to Governor Warren, 
who reportedly said, “They just 
got more votes.” 

The last remark I heard was 
one familiar to me from my hus- 
band’s campaign days. Someone 
said, “President Truman only had 
the people with him.” That was 
said on a number of occasions by 
my husband. 

The people were not only with 
President Truman, but they un- 
derstood that if he was to keep 
the promises he made to them 
they had to give him a House 
and Senate which could co-operate 
with him. They proceeded to do 
so, and now the whole Democratic 
party is under obligation to fulfill 
the promises made in the message 
sent by the President to’ the last 
Congress and in his recent cam- 
paign speeches,

WE ACTUALLY PASSED Article 
No. 12 in the declaration of human 
rights Friday morning. No amend- 
ments were accepted except one 


from Great Britain, which only 
changed the text by substituting 
the word “to enjoy” for “be grant- 
ed.” The article now reads: “First, 
everyone has the right to seek and 
to enjoy in other countries asylum 
from. persecution. Second, prose- 
cutions genuinely arising from 
non-political crimes or from acts 
contrary to the purposes and prin- 
ciples of the United Nations do 
not constitute persecution.” 


There was considerable . argu- 
ment on this because some people 
felt it was impossible to order na- 
tions to grant asylum where they 
did not wish to do so, Yet there 
should be moral pressure, at least, 
brought upon them to receive any 
individual who is genuinely flee- 
ing persecution. On the other 
hand, the U.5.S.R, felt the article 
was too weak and should be much 
more specific as to the categories 
in which people were granted 
asylum, because they feared it 
would permit war criminals and 
quislings to be accepted if the 
language remained so broad. 

Several South American nations 
wanted to emphasize the fact that 
asylum should be granted in em- 
bassies and consulates. This 
seemed to be going into too much 
detail. On the other hand, the 
French delegate was extremely 
anxious to have it stated clearly 
that if anyone sought asylum and 
did not find it, he had the right 
to ask the United Nations in co- 
operation with various countries 
of the world to find him that 
asylum, It is logical, of course, to 
say that asking is not really much 
of a right to grant human beings 
if it is not also an obligation to 
find him that asylum. But to put 
that burden on the United Nations 
seemed a rather serious complica- 
tion at the present time, and so 
the article was left along very 
broad lines. I think that later, 
when the world settles down to 
more normal living, it may be 
more feasible to recanvass these 
particular situations. 

From next Tuesday on, we have 
been told, we will meet twice daily 
in our committee.

HE idea of the double in a gin 
T exme is a very simple one. 

Suppose you and I are playing 
gin with doubles, Somewhere in 
the play, when it is my turn to 
draw a card, I say “double.” If 
you say “accept” I draw and play 
continues until one of us knocks, 
the same as in regular gin rummy. 
Of course, I may knock instantly 
if I wish and can legally do so, 


Whenever that deal comes to an 


\end we just multiply the winner’s 


score by two before writing it 
down. Notice that this does not 
double the score of any preceding 
hand or of any future hand, The 
dpuble applies only to the particu- 
lar hand on which it is made and 
accepted. 

Assuming that I double, you 
accept and play continues. Any 
time it is your turn to draw you 
have the right to redouble. If I 
accept the redouble then the final 
score of the hand will be multi- 
plied by four. 

Only the player who has ac- 
cepted the double has the right to 
redouble. In some games unlimited 
redoubles are permitted. Thus: “I 
double!” You accept! Later on 
you redouble. I accept and choose 
to redouble again at some later 
stage. The second redouble makes 
the final score eight times the 
original, the third makes it 16 
times, etc. 

My own experience has been 
that one double and one redouble 
lend enough extra fun to the game 
and keep the players right up on 
their toes all the time. 

A double or redouble need not 
be accepted. If a player refuses 
he gives up and must lose on the 
hand. The operation of the refusal 
will be shown in the next article.

HE next two months were a

Morgenthau in the morning, had 
him and Ambassador Harriman to 
lunch, met Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull in the afternoon, had 
him to dinner that evening, and 
saw him and the Harrimans off 
for Moscow that night.

Ingredients: One cup sifted en- 
riched all-purpose flour, 1 tea- 


spoon baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon baking soda, one-half 
teaspoon salt, two eggs, one cup 
buttermilk, two tablespoons salad 
oil or melted fat.
